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Hill  Housing  Goes  Through  The  Roof  As 
"New  Money"  Fuels  Real  Estate  Boom 


Many  forced 
to  look 
outside  the 
neighborhood

Late  last  year,  a  two  bedroom,  one 
bath  condo  in  a  certain  building  on 
Potrero  Hill's  North  Slope  sold  for 
§386,000.  A  few  months  later,  in  March 
of  this  year,  a  two  bedroom,  one  bath 
condo  in  the  same  building  sold  for 
$400,000.  And  only  a  few  weeks  later, 
yot  another  condo  In  the  Very  same 
building  sold  for  $415(000 — and  this  one 
had  only  one  bedroom  and  one  bath. 

This  is  only  one,  dramatic  example  of 
how  housing  prices  in  Potrero  Hill  have 
been  soaring  through  the  roof— and  still' 
going, 

A  home  in  major  disrepair  on  the  Hill's 
North  Slope— charitably  described  in  real 
estate  as  a  "fixer-upper"— was  recently 
on  the  market  because  its  longtime 
occupant  had  died.  Asking  price  for  this 
five  room,  one  bath  house  was  $350,000. 
After  16  offers,  the  deal  closed  at 
$470,000. 

These  cases  are  part  of  a  Bay  Area- 
wide  real  estate  boom  that  is  being 
fueled  by  what  Potrero  Hill  realtor 
Rebecca  Ford  characterizes  as  "a  lot  of 
young  clients  with  money  from  the  high 
tech  and  financial  sectors." 

Many  of  them,  who  have  made  money 
in  Silicon  Valley  jobs,  as  well  as  with  the 
stock  options  that  go  with  working  for 
some  successful  firms  there,  have  been 
renting  and,  with  an  influx  of  new  money, 
decide  that  it's  time  to  buy. 

"There  have  always  been  people  who 
can't  afford  to  live  around  here,"  Ford 
said.  There  are  still  a  lot  of  people 
who  can't  afford  it.  But  the  difference 
is  that  now  we're  seeing  a  lot  more 
people  with  a  lot  more  money." 

This,  of  course,  is  continuing  to  drive 
Hill  prices  up,  and  to  drive  many  pros- 
pective buyers  and  renters  to  other 
areas.  A  number  of  current  renters, 
including  some  longtime  neighborhood 
residents  who  are  seeking  to  find 
another  rental  on  Potrero  Hill,  are  re- 
porting that  rents,  too,  have  skyrocketed. 
Although  they  had  never  considered 
leaving  the  neighborhood,  one  by  one, 
they  are  forced  to  look  elsewhere.  Find- 
ing any  rental  on  Potrero  Hill  for  under 
$1,000  per  month  is  all  but  impossible. 
It  is  common,  Ford  told  The  View,  for 
lofts  to  rent  at  $2  per  square  foot, 
setting  a  $2,200  monthly  rental  for  an 
1,100  square  foot  loft. 

Of  the  17  houses  sold  on  Potrero 
Hill  since  the  beginning  of  this  year,

Live/Work  'Controls'  Fail  to  Slow 
New  Developments  in  Neighborhood

Although  the  April  22  Planning  Commi- 
ssion meeting  established  controls  on 
new  building  of  live/work  projects,  two 
projects  have  recently  been  approved 
which,  some  believe,  should  have  been 
stopped  in  light  of  the  new  interim  con- 
trols established  by  the  Commission. 

The  smaller  of  these  two  projects  is  a 
16-unit  structure  on  Pennsylvania  Ave- 
nue between  23rd  6c  24th  Streets.  This 
new  project  is  next  to  the  San  Francisco 
Food  Bank's  55,000  square  foot  location. 
The  Food  Bank  and  others  emphasize  that 
the  plan  should  be  stopped  as  new  resi- 
dents will  surely  complain  about  the 
noise  and  smell        that  are  the  inevi- 
table products  of  operating  the  distribu- 
tion center. 

Food  Bank  Director  Paul  Ash  said  the 
stories  of  live/work  residents'  complaints 
forcing  neighboring  businesses  to  close 
j  or  to  alter  their  operations  is  "disturb- 
I  ing."  Although  the  Commission's  argu- 
ment is  that  the  new  residents  will 
know  of  the  problems  associated  with 
the  location,  that  hasn't  stopped  com- 
plaints filed  against  nightclubs  In  the 
South  of  Market  Area  (SOMA). 

Land-use  attorney  Sue  Hestor  saw 
this  as  a  test  case  for  how  the  Commi- 
ssion will  be  handling  cases  of  projects 
that  are  already  in  the  "pipeline."  The 


pipeline  contains  all  projects  submitted 
to  the  planning  commission  before  the 
April  22  meeting  and  contains  plans  for 
more  than  1,400  new  units,  most  of  them 
in  the  Potrero  Hill  area. 

She  warns  that  if  the  Commission  is 
unwilling  to  stop  this  new  construction 
that  may  put  a  critical  human  services 
agency  in  jeopardy,  it  is  unlikely  to  stop 
other  proposals. 

The  other  controversial  issue  is  78  units 
proposed  for  1310  Minnesota  and  1325 
Indiana  Streets.  These  units  are  squarely 
in  the  midst  of  an  industrial  neighborhood, 
one  which  most  believe  should  have  been 
protected  by  the  new  Industrial  Protection 
Zone  (IPZ)  outlined  in  the  April  22  meeting, 

John  DeCastro,  Potrero  Hill  resident, 
charges  that  "this  project  was  a  prime 
candidate  for  the  IPZ  and  they  just  rubber- 
stamped  it.  All  units  that  are  in  the  pipe- 
line are  going  to  go  right  through  the 
Planning  Commission  —  discretionary  re- 
view or  no  discretionary  review.  Those 
few  that  may  be  denied  will  be  overturned 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals." 

Hestor  pointed  out  that  "these  projects 
would  have  been  covered  by  Supervisor 
Sue  Bierman's  moratorium,  but  not  by 
the  interim  controls,  which  control  noth- 
ing at  all." 

Bierman's  call  for  a  six-month  mora- 
torium on  those  projects  in  the  pipeline 
is  currently  meeting  with  major  opposi- 


tion. At  the  June  22  meeting  of  the 
Transportation  and  Land  Use  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Joe  O'Dono- 
ghue  and  members  of  his  Residential 
Builders  Association  once  again  flooded 
the  chambers.  They  outnumbered  supp- 
orters of  the  moratorium  by  two  to 
one. 

Furthermore,  Supervisor  Michael  Yaki 
announced  his  intention  to  oppose  the 
moratorium.  Bierman  has  tabled  the 
issue  until  further  notice. 

Another  issue  on  the  Potrero  Hill 
housing  front  is  the  construction  of  148 
units  at  675  Townsend  Street  in  the 
Showplace  Square  area.  This  project  also 
initially  included  plans  for  an  Andronico's 
Market  to  occupy  the  ground  floor  of 
this  development.  Tenants  of  the  Show- 
place  Square  area  were  opposing  this 
idea,  as  they  felt  that  parking  spaces, 
which  are  limited  already,  would  be  used 
by  the  new  market  and  inhibit  their 
(clients'  parking  needs. 
At  a  Planning  Commission  meeting  held 
on  June  17,  the  proposal  was  approved 
however,  Andronico's  was  removed  from 
the  project  and  the  space  will  be  filled 
instead  with  small  retail  businesses.  It 
was  indicated  that  there  will  be  some 
scrutiny  on  the  businesses  that  will  occupy 
these  spaces  to  make  sure  that  they  are 
not  traffic  generators.    Valet  parking 
may  also  be  utilized  to  double  the  parking 
capacity  during  office  hours.

LANZARIN  AND  WALLACH  WIN  THE  ANNUAL  SCENIC  SCAMPER 

From  the  starting  "pop"  of  a  balloon  to  the  fire  engine  tribute  to  the  top  dozen 
finishers,  the  seventh  edition  of  the  Potrero  Hill  annual  Scenic  Scamper  fulfilled 
its  tradition  as  a  happy  neighborhood  event.  To  no  one's  surprise  Eddie  Lanzarin 
won  for  the  fifth  time.  The  first  woman  finisher  was  Marilyn  Taylor  Wallach. 

MAHONEY  RECALLS  CHANGES  IN  THE  POTRERO  POLICE  STATION 

Officer  Mike  Mahoney,  a  veteran  of  18  years  at  Potrero  Police  station,  reminisced 
over  the  changes  he  had  seen.  When  he  first  came  to  Potrero  in  1971.  Potrero  Hill 
was  the  "poor  man's  Nob  Hill;  Now  it's  the  rich  man's,  he  said  back  in  1989.  The 
only  thing  that  hasn't  changed,  he  added,  is  public  housing.  95  percent  of  the  people 
who  live  in  public  housing  are  law-abiding;  about  five  percent  are  chronically  in 
trouble,  usually  involving  drugs,  he  noted.  The  pattern  of  drug  usage  changed  in 
those  two  decades  from  marijuana  to  heroin  to  crack,  with  corresponding  changes 
in  the  kinds  of  crime  that  predominated. 

SELLING  PAPERS  DURING  THE  WATERFRONT  STRIKE  OF  1934 

Potrero  Hill  native  John  Lopipero  was  too  young  to  join  his  brother  Joe  on  the  docks. 
He  sold  the  San  Francisco  News  at  Third  and  Townsend  Streets  and  earned  more  in 
a  day  than  a  bank  teller  made.  Young  John  joined  the  news  vendors  union  and 
talked  the  other  kids  into  joining.  He  remembered  his  brother  coming  home  from

Demolition,  Construction  Are  Prelude 
To  UCSF  Mission  Bay  Groundbreaking 


UCSF  has  provided  an  update  about 
pre-construction  activities  occurring  on 
the  new  UCSF  Mission  Bay  campus— 
specifically,  on  "Block  24,"  which  is 
located  on  16th  Street  west  of  6th 
Street.  This  is  the  location  of  the  first 
research  building  on  campus. 

This  is  the  status  of  activities  leading 
up  lo  "Building  24"  groundbreaking  in 
October: 

*  (Complete)  test  pile  driving  & 

pile  testing 

*  (Complete)  removal  of  under- 
ground tank 

*  (Complete)  demolition  of  two 

buildings 

*  Early  July  to  early  August  

utility  relocation;  construction  of  6th 
Street  bypass 

*  August  1   closure  of  portion  of 

6th  Street 

*  August  to  October  underground 

surveys  and  removal  of  underground 
obstructions 


Catellus  will  perform  a  relocation  of 
electric,  gas,  water,  and  sewer  services 
primarily  along  Owens  Street  from  early 
July  to  early  August.  Also,  because  a 
portion  of  6th  Street  is  located  on  Block 
24,  Catellus  will  build  a  bypass  street 
and  utility  corridor  from  6th  to  Owens. 

This  is  designed  to  ensure  uninter- 
rupted service  and  access  between  the 
re-paved  Owens  Street  and  16th  Street 
once  that  portion  of  6th  Street  is  closed. 
Signs  will  be  posted  soon  notifying 
residents  and  passers-by  of  the  closure, 
which  is  now  scheduled  to  take  place 
August  1. 

All  construction  work  will  comply 
with  air  and  water  quality  permit 
requirements  and  adhere  to  the  San 
Francisco  Noise  Ordinance.  While  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report  allows 
for  construction  activity  lo  take  place 
from  7  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  the  construction 
hours  for  these  pre-construction  activi- 
ties will  be  from  7  a.m.  to  5  p.m., 
Monday  through  Friday  (excluding 


certain  Holidays).  In  the  event  there 
needs  lo  be  an  exception  to  this  scheduls, 
UCSF  says  it  will  notify  adjacent  neigh- 
bors. 

Dates  are  approximate  based  on 
current  projected  schedules.  UCSF 
asks  neighbors  to  call  Orlando  Elizondo 
at  476-3206  if  you  have  questions  or 
would  like  more  information.  For  reso- 
lution of  construction-related  problems, 
call  Construction  Manager  Daniel 
O'Shea  (with  Turner  Construction 
Company)  at  274-2913  or  UCSF  Pro- 
ject Manager  Ivy  Chiao  at  476-8071.

the  average  price  was  $489,341.  The  low 
figure  in  that  spectrum— and  this  was  for 
a  house  that  was  to  be  torn  down  and 
was  essentially  sold  merely  for  the  lot 
vaiue—was  $246,000,  and  the  high 
figure,  admittedly  a  rare  selling  price 
(so  far)  on  the  Hill,  was  $1.4  million. 
The  median  figure  —  with  an  equal  number 
of  houses  sold  at  prices  above  and  below 
this  amount— S430,00IJ. 

Potrero  Hill's  $489,000  average  was 
only  slightly  below  thai  for  tlie  entire 
citv  of  San  Francisco  buyers  paid  an 
average  price  of  $525,030  to  buy  264 
detached  homes,  according  to  the  iocai 
real  estate  association.  That  is  26  pei-- 
ccnt  more  than  the  average  of 
$416,497  paid  for  312  homes  a  year  ago. 

Prices  for  condos  sold  on  the  Hill 
since  the  beginning  of  1999  were  some- 
what less.  The  average  of  12  sales  was 
$470,000,  with  a  low  of  $350,000,  a  high 
of  $650,000  and  the  median  set  at 
$441,000. 

With  the  building  of  lofts— also  called 
live/work  units— proliferating  on  the 
Hill,  30  lofts  were  sold  in  the  neighbor- 
hood since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Average  sale  price  was  $384,000  with  a 
low  of  $187,000  (the  only  unit  under 
$250,000);  a  high  of  $575  and  a  median 
of  $365. 

How  do  soaring  housing  prices  on  the 
Hill  rank  among  San  Francisco  neighbor  - 
hoods?  Many  Potrero  Hill  houses,  con-

dos  or  lofts  are  often  smallei;  than 
houses  in  some  other  neighborhoods  — 
for  example,  1.200  square  feet  on  the 
Hill,  compared  to  many  in  Noe  Valley 
that  are  closer  to  1,800  square  feet. 
This  can  account  for  niedian  prices  — 
and  increases  —  in  neighborhoods  such 
as  Noe  Valley  appearing  to  soar  far 
above  those  in  Potrero  Hill. 

Median  housing  sales  prices  in  selected 
San  Francisco  neighborhoods  compiled 
by  Data/Quick  show,  for  example,  that 
between  late  1997  and  the  beginning  of 
1999.  the  median  sales  price  of  all 
housing  units  in  Noe  Valley  had  gone 
from  $480,000  to  $590,001),  an  increase 
of  21  percent.  In  the  Marina/Cow  Hollow 
area,  it  had  gone  from  $895,000  to 
$1,500,000,  an  increase  of  67  percent.  In 
the  Haight,  the  increase  was  from  $540, 
000  to  $723,000,  or  34  percent  higher. 

Figures  for  Potrero  Hill  show  that  the 
median  sales  price  reported  in  October, 
1997  (reflecting  at  least  a  two  month 
lag,  Data/Quick  warns)  was  $354,000. 
The  price  reported  in  March,  1999  {re- 
flecting the  median  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year)  was  $361,000  —  only  a  two 
percent  increase.  However,  prices  in 
between  had  fluctuated  considerably, 
including  several  at  the  low  $400, 000s 
in  mid-1998. 

When  one  looks,  however,  at  the 
average  price  of  housing  units  on 
Potrero  Hill,  a  dramatic  and  continuing 
rise  is  revealed  in  the  last  few  years. 
Average  housing  sale  prices  on  Potrero 
Hill  rose  15.9  percent  in  1997  and  24.7 
percent  last  year,  according  to  figures 
compiled  by  Ford  Realty.

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Dawn  Riley  Gearing  Up 
For  America's  Cup  Race 


BOOKS  BY  THE  BAY

Dawn  Riley,  head  of  the  "America 
True"  syndicate,  picked  Potrcro  Hill  as 
hor  neighborhood  when  she  is  in  San 
Francisco.  When  asked  why  she  chose 
Potrero  Hill,  she  said  "The  area  is  great 
because  it's  a  cute  community,  the  park- 
ing is  ample,  and  it's  a  straight  shot  to 
the  office  at  Pier  17,  especially  early  in 
the  morning  and  late  at  night.  I  hear 
it's  nice,  sunny  and  warm,  but  I'm  never 
there  during  the  day." 

The  reason  Riley  is  so  busy  these  days 
is  that  she  and  her  crew  are  preparing  to 
go  to  Auckland,  New  Zealand  for  Ameri- 
ca's Cup  2000.  This  is  the  race  in  yacht- 
ing and  its  trophy  is  the  oldest  interna- 
tional tropliy  in  continuous  competition. 
Only  twice  since  us  inception  has  the 
trophy  left  the  U.S.;  in  1983,  Australia 
won  with  a  revolutionary  new  keel  de- 
sign, and  in  1995,  Team  New  Zealand 
beat  Dennis  Connor's  American  chall- 
enge in  five  straight  matches. 

The  winners  of  the  cup  lakes  the  tro- 
phy to  their  home  port  and  they  host  the 
next  Cup  race.  The  road  to  the  Cup  be- 
gins on  October  18,  when  15  challengers 
from  10  countries  race  in  the  Louis 
Vuitton  Challenger  series.  The  winner 
goes  on  to  race  Team  New  Zealand  be- 
ginning February  19,  2000. 

Riley  and  her  team  hope  to  bring  the 
Cup  to  San  Francisco  Bay  for  the  first 
time.  Tliey  would  hold  the  next  Cup 
race  in  2003.  Riley  feels  that  San  Fran- 
cisco is  the  best  place  in  the  world  to 
sail.  She  quotes  an  anonymous  source 
who  said,  "They  built  a  place  for  sailing 
and  called  it  San  Francisco  Bay." 

Needless  to  say.  building  and  running 
a  successful  syndicate  is  an  expensive 
proposition.  She  sets  a  minimum  budget 
at  $28  million.  Fundraising  therefore 
takes  up  a  large  portion  of  Riley's  time. 
She  is  also  occupied  with  strategy  sess- 
ions, practice  and  publicity  jaunts.  She 
has  been  invited  by  NASA  to  be  present 
for  the  first  woman-commanded  shuttle 
flight.  (NASA  was  a  consultant  on  the 
sail  and  mast  design  of  America  True's 
new  boat,  which  was  dedicated  on  May 
26,  and  is  now  on  its  way  to  Auckland.) 
And,  in  her  spare  time,  she  sails. 


The  oldest  of  three  children,  Riley 
grew  up  in  Detroit,  and  sailed  on  Lake 
St.  Clair.  She  says  her  introduction  to 
sailing  was  simple:  "1  was  born  Catho- 
lic, and  my  motlier  wouldn't  let  me  go 
out  on  the  boat  until  I  was  baptized. 
So  the  baptism  was  on  the  boat."  She 
started  racing  at  the  age  of  1 3.  When 
her  parents  divorced,  her  father  moved 
to  the  Bay  Area,  and  joined  the  San 
Francisco  Yacht  Club,  where  he  and 
Riley  are  members.  This  became  a  de- 
terniining  factor  in  Riley  basing  her 
syndicate  here. 

She  has  tried  to  incorporate  the  Bay 
Area  into  her  challenge  for  the  Cup. 
Her  True  Youth  program  takes  at-risk 
youth  out  on  the  Bay  and  introduces 
them  to  sailing.  The  San  Francisco  re- 
tail outlet,  on  Pier  17,  is  staffed  by 
local  volunteers.  And,  if  she  succeeds 
in  bringing  the  Cup  back  to  the  Bay, 
San  Francisco's  economy  will  see  a  big 
payoff:  the  San  Diego  Convention  and 
Vistor's  Bureau  reported  the  1995  Am- 
erica's Cup  brought  more  than  $500 
million  in  business  to  the  area,  and  it 
is  estimated  that  the  New  Zealand 
economy  will  get  a  $715  million  boost 
from  the  2000  race.

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Journeys  Into  Memory 
At  Jewish  Film  Festival 

By  Judy  Boston 


As  the  20th  century  draws  to  a  close, 
8  number  of  films  at  the  Jewish  Film 
Festival  slated  for  the  Castro  Theatre 
beginning  July  15,  reflect  the  quality  of 
the  memories  that  made  up  Jewish  life 
during  this  century. 

Some  of  the  journeys  into  memory  are 
literal  ones.  The  festival's  opening 
night  film  (Castro/July  15  at  8  p.m.) 
will  be  the  U.S.  premiere  of  "After  the 
End  of  the  World,"  by  Bulgarian  director 
Ivan  Nitchev. 

"After  the  End"  follows  Berlo,  a  Bul- 
garian-born Israeli  professor  on  his  re- 
turn trip  to  his  hometown  of  Plovdiv  to 
give  a  lecture.  There  are  personal  en- 
counters with  his  old  sweetheart,  and 
flashbacks  to  the  post-World  War  II 
period  of  peaceful  relations  between 
the  town's  Jews,  Armenians,  Muslim 
Turks  and  others. 

The  film  also  shows  how  in  both  the 
Communist  era  and  in  the  current 
capitalist  era,  memory  and  memories 
fall  victim  either  to  ideology  or  greed. 
Especially  heartbreaking  is  the  flashback 
to  the  tractor  emblazoned  with  a  red 
star  and  poster  of  Stalin  plowing  under 
the  Turkish  Cemetery.  But  a  fitting 
parallel  to  that  eradication  of  memory 
is  the  contemporary  arson  set  by  the 
local  syndicate,  which  destroys  Berto's 
former  home,  in  which  the  town  photo- 
grapher now  lives,  works,  and  keeps  the 
photo  archives  of  the  town. 

Also  showing  a  journey  back  to  one's 
home  town  in  the  former  Soviet  Union 
is  "A  Trip  to  Malin,"  a  short  film  on  the 
same  bill  as  "Isaak  Babel,"  (Castro/ 
July  19,  2  p.m.,  free).  "A  Trip  to  Malin" 
shows  a  grandmother  and  her  two  grand- 
sons returning  to  their  Ukranian  town, 
visiting  the  family  that  remain,  walking 
the  roads,  finding  out  what  is  still  there 
and  what  is  gone. 

"Isaak  Babel"  tries  to  trace  the  Soviet 
writer's  complicated  personal  life,  in 
which  he  had  several  overlapping  wives 
and  families,  and  interviews  the  child- 
ren and  one  surviving  widow  to  try  to 
turn  these  fragments  of  memory  into  a 
coherent  picture  of  one  of  the  Soviet 
Union's  best  known  writers. 

Several  other  films  give  some  insight 
ii.iO  the  culture  and  life  of  the  former 
Soviet  Union.  Among  them  is  "Khrousta- 
liov,  My  Car,"  (Castro/July  19.  3:45  p.m.) 
which  shows  a  Jewish  Red  Army  general 
and  doctor  making  his  way  through 
Soviet  life  at  the  time  when  Jewish 
writers  are  being  imprisoned  and  later 
murdered. 

A  journey  back  through  one's  memories 
is  also  reflected  in  two  other  Festival 
films. 

"Three  Sisters"  shows  three  Holocaust 
survivors  now  living  in  Israel  as  they 
sift  through  old  photos  and  share  their 
memories  and  secrets  with  the  filmmaker 
(who  is  daughter  and  niece),  and  then 
as  they  matter-of-factty  spend  their 
time  coping  with  the  realities  of  con- 
temporary life,  including  the  demands 
of  sick  husbands  and  medical  bureaucra- 
cies. 

"Yidl  in  the  Middle"  (Castro/ July  18 
at  4  p.m.),  a  documentary  by  Marlene 
Booth,  looks  at  her  years  growing  up 
as  a  Jew  in  1950s  !owa,  in  a  town  that 
was  almost  entirely  white  and  gentile.

With  still  photos,  home  movie  footage 
and  interviews,  as  well  as  a  trip  to  her 
high  school  reunion,  she  recalls  the  ways 
in  which  she  handled  being  different. 
This  film  may  really  be  more  about 
time  than  place,  about  a  decade  when 
-  at  least  publicly  —  differences  were 
minimized  rather  than  celebrated, 
certainly  in  Iowa,  but  in  San  Francisco 
and  New  York,  as  well. 

Another  look  at  being  at  once  differ- 
ent and  the  same  in  America  comes  in 
"The  Life  and  Times  of  Hank  Green- 
berg"  (Castro/July  18,  6  p.m.),  which 
also  shows  the  social  history  against 
which  Detroit  Tiger  Greenberg  battled 
prejudice  to  become  major  league 
baseball's  first  Jewish  star. 

After  its  July  15-22  run  at  the  Castro 
Theater.  420  Castro  St.,  San  Francisco, 
the  Jewish  Film  Festival  will  also  take 
place  July  24-29  at  the  UC  Theater  in 
Berkeley,  July  25-29  at  the  Park  Theatre 
in  Menlo  Park  and  July  31-Aug.  2,  at 
the  Rafael  Film  Center  in  San  Rafael.

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Rechargeable  Batteries  Help  Protect  the  Environment 


San  Franciscans  often  have  questions 
nboul  recycling.  To  help  provide  more 
information  and  improve  recycling,  this 
column  will  answer  recycling  questions 
and  give  waste  prevention  tips  each 
month. 

Q:  VVhei-e  can  I  recycle  my  batteries? 
A:  Most  batteries  can  be  recyled  at 
a  variety  of  places  {see  below).  To  re- 
duce the  number  of  batteries  you 
recycle,  and  to  save  money,  buy  Re- 


chargeable Batteries.  While  they  are 
initially  more  expensive,  many  re- 
chargeable Nickle-Cadmium  (Ni- 
Cad)  batteries  can  last  up  to  1,000 
charges.  Rechargeable  alkaline 
batteries  only  last  about  SO  charges. 

Basic  House  hold  Batteries: 

Flashlight,  walkman  and  watch 
batteries,  which  are  usually  alkline  or 
zinc-carbon,  can  be  recycled  at  the 
following  locations:

If  your  company  generates 
a  lot  of  rechargeable  batteries,  call 
RBRC  at  1-800-8BATTERY  for  help  in 
setting  up  your  own  battery  recycling 
program. 

Car  Batteries: 

There  are  several  companies  in  the 
Bay  Area  that  wiU  take  your  old  car 
battery.  Amp  King  will  even  pay  you 
$1.00  for  your  old  battery.  For  their 
location  and  hours,  call  415/648-7650. 

All  Types  of  Batteries:
